LONDON, July 10—The text of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
statement on Danzig in the House 


of Commons today follows: I have 
previously stated that His Majesty's 
government are maintaining close 
contact with the Polish and French 
governments on the question of 
Danzig 

I have nothing at present to add 
to information which has already 
been given to the house about the 
local situation but I may perhaps 
usefully review the elements of 
this question as they appear to His 
Majesty's government 

Racially, Danzig is almost a whol- 
ly German city but the prosperity of 
its 
large extent upon Polish trade 

The Vistula is Poland's only wat- 
erway to the Baltic and the port at 
its mouth is therefore of vital stra- 
tegic and economic importance to 
her,

blame. That there has been, here and 
there, sharp practice on the part of one 
authority or another, in the attempt to 
lessen its own troubles at the expense of 
the others, was not strange but regret- 
table. 

But in this latest proposal the provinces 
are playing up to the Dominion’s lead, at 
considerable cost to themselves, for the 
benefit of the municipalities. That is a 
hopeful indication of growing willingness 
to meet the very real difficulties of the 
situation in a practical way. National 
unity looks less like a platform topic, and 
more like a fact, in the light of this chival- 
rous move to lighten the load of the hard- 
pressed municipalities. 


The Crops 

Crop reports at the end of June are 
particularly important because that month 
decides whether really good crops may be 
looked for in the west, or whether some- 
thing less than good have to be expected. 
The most perfect June weather cannot 
guarantee either heavy yields or good 
quality at threshing time. But the happy 
conjunction of heavy yields and high qual- 
ity does not result unless June weather is 
favorable; and may result when it is fav- 
orable, 

The crop reports published last week 
were distinctly encouraging, as regards 
the whole western country more encour- 
aging than the showing at this point in 
the season has been for several years. 
Crops of all kinds were stated to have 
made satisfactory growth almost every- 
where, without extensive damage any- 
where from insects or other causes. June 
has given the west a chance for anything 
up to a “bumper’’ crop; and therefore 
reason to look forward with hope and con- 
fidence to active business conditions dur- 
ing the fall and winter. 


Editorial Notes 

The Bureau of Statistics will try to 
find out how much is lost to industry in 
Canada through sickness and ill-health 
among employees Employers will be 
asked to supply the information. This 
they will no doubt do willingly, since the 
information will enable them to cal- 
culate with some certainty how much they 
would really be out of pocket by contribut- 
ing to schemes to prevent sickness and 
improve the health of those on their pay- 
rolls. Maybe that would cost less than 
the loss of time under present conditions. 


Vancouver launched a campaign for 
“100 deathless days’ on its streets; but 
three days later a man died from injuries 
sustained when he was struck by an auto- 
mobile. It does not follow that the cam- 
paign has failed. The fatality may have 
been due to an “accident” in the literal 
meaning of the term. No safety campaign, 
and apparently no amount of prudence, 
can absolutely prevent fatalities—on the 
streets or elsewhere. But the number can 
be cut down, and is, when people generally 
use caution. 


Chief Justice Hughes of the U. 8S. Su- 
preme Court, and Mrs. Hughes, are to 
holiday this summer at Jasper, as they did 
two years ago. The attractions of this 
great mountain park are attested by the 
“repeat” visits paid by tourists from dis- 
tant parts of the continent, many of them 
persons who have travelled widely and 
know where the beauty spots are to be 
found. Albertans, it can be said truth- 
fully, do not sufficiently appreciate the 


advantages they have in living within easy 
reach of this matchless mountain scenery.

The Bata Factory 


The famous Bata Shoe Company of Czecho- 
Slovakia wants to establish a branch factory in 
Canada, promises to employ 2,500 men. Apart 
from certain technicians, who would be brought 
| into get the industry going, the employees would 
be Canadians. 
| The epplication of the Bata people is being 
opposed, It is said that they don't pay union 
wages. It is said also (this by Canadian boot and 
shoe manufacturers) that another boot and shoe 
factory in Canada would hurt the entire industry. 

The objections don't seem to us valid. Gov- 
ernments in Canada have the power to compel 
the Bata people to pay fair wages; they can make 
that a condition of their coming-here. And if 
the Bata firm think they can make money here 
manufacturing boots and shoes, this operating 
under the same conditions as other companies 
operate under, why can't the existing companies 
compete? 

This country keeps saying that it wants 
foreign capital; that it encourages foreign capital. 
Here, surely, is a test of its sincerity. And of 
its common sense. In our humble judgment it 
would be showing neither sincerity nor common 
sense if it barred from Canada a firm which 
would invest money here, and which would pro- 
vide 2,500 Canadians with work, wages and pur- 
| chasing power.—Ottawa Journal. 


Canadian Defence 


The visit of our King and Queen left its sense 
| of nationality and appreciation of the desirability 
| of unity in Canada, and these are things that 
should find a reaction in the field of national de- 
fence. 

Hon. Ian Mackenzie, minister of national de- 
| fence, has remarked that for the first time in 
| more than a century Canada is vulnerable to 
| attack and he added that “we must be equipped 
| and prepared to defend ourselves against direct 

assault on our own shores.”’ Great Britain needed 
| the entire resources of her own industry for re- 

armament and this circumstance imposed on 
| Canada the duty of developing within this coun- 
| try the means of producng her own defence 

equipment. Mr. Mackenzie also paid tribute to 
| those Canadian officers and men who are train- 
ing for the possible exigencies of war. Many of 
these were doing so at a financial sacrifice to 


| themselves. 

The matter of Canadian defence is something 
| that should be regarded as vital and personal by 
| every Canadian. The situation in the Orient at 
| this moment, with Britain and Japan in a con- 
troversy, suggests that in the event of another 
major war Canada might be attacked both from 
the Pacific and the Atlantic. There is no one in 
Canada who wants war, but our defences must 
be a matter of general interest. 
| Canada and Canadians must learn to stand on 
| their own feet. If another war comes Great 
| Britain will have her hands full. If we make 
| claim to complete nationhood we must be pre- 
pared to assume al] the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities that nationhood denotes or implies. 
—Regina Leader-Post. 


The Seat of the Trouble 


Those who would try to dispense with foreign 
trade—he called them l 


lationists’—by em- 
barking on a policy of economic self-sufficiency 
came in for ca c criticism from Dr. H. E. Erd- 
man, Department of Agriculture Economics, Uni- 
versity of California, when he was addressing 
the delegates of the Canadian Society of Tech- 
nical Agric convention in Vancouver 
last Wednesday. He summed up his views in this 
brief fashion: 

“Crusading against foreign goods doesn't help 
international harmony. A self-sufficiency pro- 
gram tends to foster se spirits which actively 
work toward war. Trade, foreign or domestic, is 
valuable not for what we get rid of, but for what 
we get inreturn. Anything in the nature of trade 
barriers lowers the standard of living where 
applied.” 

In Dr. Erdman’s opinion the United States 
tariff policy, combined with its lending policy of 
the early post-war years, had contributed largely 
to the vast economic breakdown of 10 years ago. 
With this view experts. of international repute 
—whose many warnings during 1928 and 1929 fell 
on deaf ears—will unhesitatingly agree. Our 
neighbor tried to get along without imports, lent 
money to countries whose products were unable 
to climb over the growing tariff fence, and ex- 
pected the plan to work. It brought the belated 
admission that a one-way trade is not feasible 

The United States in recent months has shown 
signs of recovery from the effects of the policy 
to which Dr. Erdman referred. As the world in
